Amazon's S199 tablet is the latest in a series of devices to challenge 
the Apple iPad. The online retailer is betting its lower price and vast 
library of digital content will make its offering more compelling than 
rival gadgets from Hewlett-Packard, Research In Motion Ltd. and 
others. 

"'Kindle Fire quickly became the best-selling item across all of 
amazonxom, and based on customer response we're building millions 
more than we'd planned,” Amazon Vice President David Limp said in 
a statement* 

The company didn't give details on why it changed the shipping date, 
A spokesman couldn't immediately be reached for comment. 

“Like any other business, you want to underpromise and overdeliv- 
er— I think that's essentially where Amazon is right now,” Caris & Co. 
analyst Scott Tilghman said, '"Given that their [business] model is to 
ship products to customers, the sooner they can get the product in cus- 
tomers' hands, the better,” 

Amazon's library of digital content, which Fire users can access, is 
seen as an advantage for the product. Customers get a month free of 
a service called Amazon Prime, which offers streaming movies andlV 
shows, and free e-books for limited periods on Kindle devices as well as 
unlimited two-day shipping for physical goods bought on amazon.cotn. 
The service normally costs S79 annually 

Putting the tablets in consumers' hands could drive sales on Amazon's 
re tail web site -That likely was part of the reason the company priced the 
gadget at S199, a level at which Amazon wdl generate little or no profit 
on Kindle Fire sales, according to several analysts' estimates. Apple's 
iPad starts at S499, 

Amazon said its new Kindle Touch and Kindle Touch 3G e-readers 
will begin shipping Tuesday, six days ahead of a previously anticipated 
Nov. 21 launch, Amazon's Kindle Touch is priced at S99 and the Kindle 
Touch 3G at S149*

NBA enters 
'nuclear winter* 

Sending the 137-clay NBA lockout down an un- 
known road with potential for long-term dam- 
age, NBA pliers rejected what the league had 
termed its best remaining offer and disbanded 
its players association in the process. 

The decision, made after Monday's meeting 
of many team player representatives along with 
stars such as Kobe Bryant in New York, means 
lawyers and courts will now determine if a 2011- 
12 season is staged. 

Along those Lines, Billy Hunter, executive 
director of the now-defunct NBPA, said law- 
yers Jeffrey Kessler and David Boies will file a 
disclaimer of interest that could lead to an anti- 
trust suit against the NBA. 

“The players felt they’ve given enough,” 
Hunter said. 

NBA officials filed a preemptive lawsuit in 
August in case the union either filed this dis- 
claimer of interest or decertified, challenging 
such a move as a cheap negotiating tactic. A 
stern Commissioner David Stern drilled that 
point home later Monday 

“The union decided in its infinite wisdom 
that the proposal would not be presented to 
membership,” Stern said on ESPN. “Obviously, 
Mr. Kessler got his way and we are about to go 
into the nuclear winter of the NBA.” tribune

Drake could have employed a surefire strategy of platinum producers, 
staggered singles and aggressive promotion to help ensure that his new 
album, ‘^Take Care,” would avoid the sophomore 
slump. Given the pomp and hype the 25-ycar-old 
has amassed over his abbreviated career, such an 
assault certainly was expected. Instead, the Ca- 
nadian rapper-singer has taken a decidedly low- 
key approach to rolling out his new disc. 

I le recorded “Take Care,” which drops lues- 
day largely in his own home studio in Toronto 
instead of New York or offered no advance 
listens and restricted his live performances and 
press — something only rap veterans such as Jay- 
Z and Kanye ^st can pull off these days. No 
matter how popular rap’s newest star may be, the 
move is risky 

“T feel like the generation that’s digesting mu- 
sic right now, they are so easily swayed by opinion 
that’s put forth prior to hearing the music. I just 
want the world to have their own experience with 
it simultaneously rather than being led in a direction,” he said from a 
booth in the Polo Tx)unge at the Beverly I Tills Hotel. “It’s sort of a silly 
thing because you miss out on a lot of press opportunities that way. 

“But my music has never been about that. It’s never been about the 
listening party that everybody came to. My music has always belonged 
to the people.” 

Bom Aubrey Drake Graham, the artist saw his rise to rap royalty 
happen almost overnight, llie product of a major-label bidding war 
following the success of his self-distributed mix tape, 2009’s “So Far 
Gone”— which yielded hits “Best I Ever Had” and “Successful”— be 
already was on a nationwide headlining tour before his debut, “Thank 
Me Later,” dropped. IBe disc opened to critical acclaim and a cushy 
No. I spot last year after selling 447,000 copies in its first week, accord- 
ing to Nielsen SoundScan. 

Yet as an artist operating in a fickle genre that depends largely on 
street credibility Drake hardly looked like a sure bet. First off, he’s 
from Canada, just like Justin Bieber, and the country is hardly known 
for producing great MCs. He was also raised in a middle-class neigh- 
borhood practicing the Jewish fmth, has never been arrested and be- 
fore his music career was known as Jimmy Brooks, a soft-spoken char- 
acter from the teen drama “DeGrassi: I'he Next Generation.” 

Even a co-sign from Lil Wayne, who inked Drizzy to his budding 
Young Money empire through Cash Money Records/Universal Mo- 
town, didn’t look like it would add cred, as the label head was in prison 


when Drake launched in 2010. 

With a host of Grammy nods. Top 10 hits, guest verses, writing cred- 
its and an in-demand touring schedule, the unlikely artist unquestion- 
ably delivered. 

When pressed on his new, less-than-aggressive 
approach and how it might be detrimental to sales, 
he quickly asserted it had everything to do with 
pleasing himself and not others — something he 
revealed he didn’t do with his debut album. 

“To be 100 percent honest ... I wasn’t neces- 
sarily happy with ‘Thank Me Later.’ People loved 
it [but] I just knew what I was capable of witb a 
little more time,” Drake said. “I’m very confident 
in ‘Take Care.’ I definitely made the exact album 
that I wanted.” 

On “Take Care,” he skipped tapping names like 
Timbaland, Kanye West and Swizx Beatz— they 
all contributed tracks to his first disc— and opted 
to solely rely on his in-house crew of Noah “40” 
Shebib, Tone Mason and Boi-ida. Drake doesn’t 
stray from the melancholy R&B melodies and the 
swaggering-then-sensirive lyrics he’s known for. 

“lliis album has consistency Y>u will not hear a piece of music that 
does not belong,” he said, pointing out that he recorded the disc as one 
continual track. “'I'he words were really important to me. When you 
get a young artist and they are on the rise, often the music becomes 
not what they have going on in their lives or surrounding things, but it 
starts to lose substance. ... I think you have to thread some life in there 
so there’s something that will last.” 

Despite the past t8 months of constant praise, Drake lacks the ego 
of a platinum -selling rapper, and his charming, boyish humbleness of- 
ten leads to numerous apologetic moments in the interview. 

During his first interview with the Tx>s Angeles Times a little more 
than a year ago he plainly said, “I don’t feel like Fm a great rapper right 
now. ... I just want to be better, man,” and be flinches with unease when 
the quote is read back to bim. He doesn’t mention the contradictions 
of the boastfulness he displays on tracks such as “Underground Kings” 
and first single “Headlines,” but admits be places a great deal of weight 
on his shoulders to live up to the hype he cTeated.

on “Firefly”) and puts bite back into the world of boast jams.

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Whafs a ‘New Girl* without dude sidekicks?

The way folks go on about how adorkable 
Zooey Deschanel is, you’d think she’d be the 
one at the center of a silly scene being shot on 
the set of her hit series, “New Girl,” tripping 
and stumbling around in roller skates. But it’s 
her three male costars who are attempting to 
be goofily graceful for the Dec. 13 episode of 
the Fox comedy 

“This won’t be pretty,” said Max Green- 
field, who plays overly confident Schmidt, 
while jaunting across the hardwood floor dur- 
ing rehearsals. 

Deschanel may be the face of the new half- 
hour sitcom, but just as Cher needed Sonny 
for backup, Deschanel’s Jess needs her dudes. 

Greenfield, Jake Johnson and Lamorne 
Morris play the roommates who take in De- 
schanel’s character when she’s at her lowest 
ebb, after a humiliating split from her boy- 
friend, and accept her for who she is— one of 
the guys.
